The third in a series of editorial introductions 
to M cG ill's rlubs and societies. 

The largest societies on the campus arc the 
undergraduate societies of the various faculties 
—particularly those of Arts and Science, Engin- 
eering and Commerce. Among them, they in- 
clude every undergraduate student, who pays his 
dues along with tjje regular fees exacted by the 
University. These flues: are applied in different 
ways, and for many different purposes by the 
particular society to which you belong. 

Probably the most familiar activity of the 
undergraduate society is the annual formal spon- 
sored by nearly every faculty at some time dur- 
ing the year; the A.C.S. (Arts, Commerce, 
Science) Formal, the Plumbers' Ball, given by 
the Engineers and Architects, and the Med Ball, 
arc all familiar to students who have been on the 
campus for a year or less. More constructive ac- 
tivities however, are carried on during the year. 
The Arts and Science Education Committee, the 
Engineering Book Service, Faculty debating so- 
cieties, and talks by prominent men in various 
fields of business and the professions arc featur- 
ed in the list of services the Undergraduate So- 
cieties perform for their student membership. 

In the formation, two years ago. of the Arts 
and Science Educational Committee, the Arts 
and Science Undergraduate Society took on n 
heavy list of activities. The Committee was the 
originator, on the campus, of "den Kites" — 
which were designed to bring professors, business 
and professional men, and student- together in 
as informal an atmosphere as possible.
